RUTH  HABERACKER  SADLER...  Shore,  1945 


Ruth... also  known  as  "Habby"...  was  an  all-around  athlete  at  Shore 
High,  excelling  in  baseball,  volleyball,  basketball  and,  particularly, 
tennis.  She  was  president  of  the  Leaders  Club. 

While  at  Ohio  University,  Ruth  continued  to  excel  in  all  sports  and 
even  quarterbacked  the  Alpha  Z  Delta  sorority  football  team  in  the 
Powder  Puff  Bowl.  She  reached  the  Ohio  Collegiate  Tennis  Finals  and 
won  the  Eastern  Intercollegiate  Doubles  Championship. 

Playing  competitive  tennis  for  35  years,  Ruth  won  over  120  singles 
and  doubles  championships,  including  the  City  of  Cleveland,  North- 
eastern Ohio  and  the  West  Virginia  Open.  She  was  selected  to  play 
on  the  Sears  Cup  and  Fulton  Cup  teams.  She  also  won  numerous  ping 
pong,  badminton  and  platform  tennis  championships,  and  in  the  lat- 
ter was  nationally  ranked. 

Ruth  Haberacker  Sadler  currently  resides  in  Pepper  Pike.  She  teaches 
tennis  at  several  clubs  and  has  been  the  tennis  coach  at  Laurel  School 
for  11  years.  She  is  also  a  professional  platform  tennis  teacher.  Her 
other  interests  include  golf,  bowling,  traveling  with  her  husband  and 
enjoying  the  pleasures  of  her  seven  grandchildren. 


CHET  ROJECK...  Shore,  1945 


Chet  was  an  outstanding  three-sport  athlete.  In  high  school  he  earned 
two  varsity  letters  each  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball.  In  his 
senior  year,  he  was  All-Conference  in  football,  basketball  and  base- 
ball and  All-Tournament  in  each  sport.  In  1945,  the  baseball  team 
won  Conference  and  City  Championships  but  lost  2-1  in  the  Ohio 
State  Championship  game. 

At  Ohio  University,  Chet  lettered  three  years  each  in  football  and 
baseball.  He  was  named  Honorable  Mention  All-Mid  American 
Conference  end. 

While  serving  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force,  Chet  played  football,  basketball 

and  baseball  and  played  in  the  1 947  Rice  Bowl  game  in  Tokyo,  Japan 

In  1951,  Chet  started  a  30-year  teaching  and  coaching  career  at 

Shore  Junior  High.  He  then  coached  at  Fairport  Harbor,  Orange  and 

was  head  football  coach  at  Euclid  High  School.  In  1969  his  Panther 

team  won  the  Lake  Erie  League  title  with  a  9-0  record,  before  losing  to 

#1  ranked  St.  Joseph.  He  has  won  many  awards,  including  Fairport 

"Man  of  the  Year,"  Orange  High  School  yearbook  dedication  and  the 

"Golden  Deeds"  award  from  the  Greater  Cleveland  Football  Coaches 
Association. 

Chet  Rojeck  and  wife,  Marilyn,  still  live  in  Euclid.  They  raised  four 

children  and  enjoy  eight  grandchildren.  He  retired  from  teaching  in 

1979  and  keeps  busy  marketing  a  training  device  he  invented. 


CHUCK  HILL...  Shore,  1947 


Chuck  was  an  outstanding,  all-around  athlete  in  high  school.  He 
earned  two  letters  as  a  football  quarterback,  two  in  wrestling  and  two 
as  a  catcher  in  baseball.  He  also  played  JV  basketball  and  ran  track. 
He  was  an  All-Conference  quarterback  twice.  He  was  vice-president 
of  his  junior  class  and  Sports  Editor  of  the  "Shore  Breeze." 

Chuck  starred  at  Ashland  College  for  three  years  as  a  quarterback. 
"Chuckie  is  a  pint  of  dynamite  at  quarterback.  The  Ashland  offense  is 
built  around  him.  He  is  surprisingly  indestructible."  (Directquote  from 
a  football  program.)  He  also  served  as  vice-president  of  his  class, 
Sports  Editor  of  the  college  yearbook  and  was  elected  Student  Council 
President. 

Chuck  has  been  a  high  school  and  college  football  official  for  42 
years.  He  is  very  active  in  community  affairs,  having  served  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Euclid  Recreation  Commission  for  1 9  years,  on  the  YMCA 
Board  of  Directors  for  15  years  and  as  President  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  three  times.  He  has  also  been  on  the  Ashland  College 
Board  of  Trustees  for  1 0  years  and  was  President  of  the  Ashland  Alumni 
Association  four  years. 

Chuck  Hill  and  wife,  Suzanne,  still  live  in  Euclid.  They  raised  four 
daughters  and  enjoy  four  grandchildren.  He  has  been  President  of 
Hillwood  Manufacturing  for  30  years. 


PHIL  GUTMANN...  Euclid  Senior,  1950 


Phil  was  an  outstanding  wrestler  and  football  player  at  Euclid  Senior 
High  School  and  at  Case-Western  Reserve  University. 

In  high  school,  Phil  wrestled  for  four  years,  played  tackle  four  years 
and  also  threw  the  shotput  on  the  track  team.  He  played  under  Hall  of 
Fame  coaches  Clarence  Eckert,  Walt  Schwegler  and  Clarence 
Swackhamer.  In  1949  he  was  runnerup  in  the  State  Wrestling  finals  at 
1 65  pounds  and  was  Ohio  State  Heavyweight  Champion  in  1  950  He 
was  also  an  All-Conference  tackle  in  1949 

Phil  enrolled  at  Case  Institute  of  Technology  where  he  again  starred 
in  wrestling  and  football. 

Presently,  Phil  Gutmann  resides  in  Moreland  Hills  He  is  Senior 
Vice-President  of  Medusa  Corporation  and  is  looking  forward  to 
retirement  at  the  end  of  this  year. 


ROLLIE  HUDEC...  Euclid  Senior,  1963 


Rollie  was  one  of  the  finest  baseball  players  produced  in  Euclid 
under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Addis,  for  whom  he  starred  at  second 
base  for  three  years.  In  1963,  he  was  All-Conference,  All-Scholastic 
and  made  the  Greater  Cleveland  All-Star  team.  He  batted  .381  for  the 
season  and  set  a  school  record  of  40  runs  scored.  He  played  on  the 
1963  State  Championship  team,  batting  a  fine  .550  during  the  State 
Tournament   games,  including  four  hits  in  the  State  Final  game. 

Rollie  attended  Kent  State  University  on  an  athletic  scholarship.  He 
starred  for  three  years,  was  team  captain  in  1967  and  made  All- 
Mid-American  Conference  in  1966  and  1967. 

Rollie  Hudec  has  taught  school  and  coached  in  the  Euclid  Schools 
for  many  years.  In  1975,  he  was  named  "Outstanding  Educator"  by 
the  Euclid  Teachers  Association.  He  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Euclid  Sports  Commission  for  16  years  and  still  resides  in  Euclid. 


BOB  HENIKMAN...  Euclid  Senior,  1967 


Bob  was  one  of  the  most  honored  swimmers  in  the  history  of  Euclid 
sports.  A  three-year  letter-winner,  he  had  a  great  year  in  1967.  He 
was  team  captain,  District  Champion,  All-Ohio  and  High  School  Ail- 
American.  He  also  earned  three  letters  in  track  in  which  he  held  the 
pole  vault  record  for  several  years.  He  was  "Athlete  of  the  Year"  in 
1967. 

At  Bowling  Green  State  University,  Bob  earned  four  letters  in  swim- 
ming and  one  in  track.  As  a  college  swimmer,  he  was  All-Conference, 
Ail-American  Senior  National  Qualifier,  Pan  American  Qualifier  and 
Olympic  Selection  Meet  Qualifier 

Bob  has  been  the  swim  coach  at  Ashland  High  School  for  the  past 
16  years.  He  was  honored  as  conference  "Coach  of  the  Year"  tor  tour 
years,  Northwest  District  "Coach  of  the  Year"  in  1992  and  1993  and 
was  named  the  1993  Ohio  High  School  "  Coach  of  the  Year" 

Bob  Henikman  lives  in  Ashland  with  wife  Mary  and  a  family  of  two 
sons  and  a  daughter.  In  his  spare  time  he  sells  pool  supplies 


CHUCK  BOOMS...  Euclid  Senior,  1974

Chuck  was  a  three-year  basketball  star  in  high  school  and  also  earned 
three  letters  in  track  as  a  weight  man.  As  a  basketball  player,  he  was 
team  captain.  In  his  senior  year,  he  was  voted  "Most  Valuable  Player" 
in  the  Lake  Erie  League,  made  the  Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic 
team,  earned  All-Ohio  honors  and  was  voted  North  East  Ohio  Player 
of  the  Year. 

Chuck  continued  his  basketball  career  at  the  University  of  Akron, 
where  he  earned  four  varsity  letters  and  was  co-captain  his  junior  and 
senior  years. 

Chuck  Booms  now  resides  in  Canfield,  Ohio  with  his  wife  and  two 
children.  He  is  the  owner  and  president  of  Chase  Agency,  Inc. 


PAUL  PALLANTE...  Euclid,  1983 


Paul  excelled  in  football  and  track  in  both  high  school  and  college 
In  football  he  was  team  captain,  made  the  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team 
two  years,  Greater  Cleveland  All-Scholastic  team,  News  Herald 
All-Star  team  and  was  Greater  Cleveland  Conference  MVP.  As  a  track- 
man, he  was  indoor  and  outdoor  team  captain  in  his  junior  and 
senior  years,  Octonary  Champ  in  1  982,  State  Champion  in  the  300  M 
low  hurdles  and  State  runnerup  in  the  1 10  M  high  hurdles.  He  was 
voted  team  MVP  his  junior  and  senior  years  in  track  and  football  team 
MVP  as  a  senior. 

Paul  played  football  at  the  University  of  Toledo  where  he  was  named 
Conference  Offensive  Player  of  the  Week  in  1  985  At  Cleveland  State 
University,  he  earned  a  varsity  letter  in  track. 

Paul  Pallante  and  wife  Connie  reside  in  Richmond  Heights  He  is 
currently  working  for  the  Willowick  Police  Department. 


JOHN  HABAT...  Coach 


After  an  athletic  career  at  Collinwood  High  School  and  Ohio 
University,  where  he  was  the  1  55-pound  boxing  champion,  John  turned 
to  water  skiing  He  was  a  professional  performer  at  Cypress  Gardens 
and  then  operated  water  ski  schools  in  Miami  Beach  and  in  the  Baha- 
mas. He  also  operated  health  clubs  in  these  places  before  opening  the 
Habat  A.  C.  Health  Club  in  Euclid. 

John  then  embarked  on  a  teaching  and  coaching  career  which  saw 
him  in  Reno,  Nevada,  and  West  Lafayette,  Ohio,  before  coming  to 
Euclid  in  1949.  Here  he  was  an  assistant  to  Hall  of  Fame  coach 
Clarence  Eckert,  coaching  at  Forest  Park  Junior  High  for  20  years.  At 
Shore  and  Forest  Park  Junior  Highs,  he  pioneered  weight  training  as 
an  integral  part  of  conditioning  for  all  sports.  His  "Health  Club"  was 
open  to  all  and  helped  develop  many  fine  athletes  for  Euclid  High 
School  teams,  as  well  as  helping  build  confidence  and  self-esteem  in 
many  under-developed  boys. 

John  Habat  is  retired  from  education  but  is  still  active  in  community 
affairs.  He  is  currently  trustee  and  curator  of  the  Cleveland  Polka  Hall 
of  Fame  and  is  very  active  in  Slovenian  affairs.  He  was  named  Slovenian 
"Man  of  the  Year"  in  1  980  and  1  989.
